Appa rently o rdina ry Rus­ 
sia ns a re just a s ea g er a s peo ple ev ery where 
to g et news tha t pro mises ho pe o f a v o iding 
Wo rld Wa r III. 
Despite the v icio us pro pa g a nda ca mpa ig n 
o f the Co mmunists a g a inst the United Sta tes 
a nd the West, it is ha rd to believ e tha t there 
ha s ev er been a ny rea l enthusia sm fo r a n­ 
o ther wa r a mo ng the Russia n peo ple. Ma ny 
o f their so ns died in the la st wa r, their co un­ 
try wa s ra v a g ed by the Na zi inv a sio n. Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer in his speech which deta iled 
America n ho pes fo r pea ce ma de it clea r tha t 
America ns bea r no ill-will to wa rd the Rus­ 
sia n peo ple. 
At the mo ment the peo ple o f Russia ha v e 
little to sa y a bo ut the po licies their g o v ern­ 
ment will fo llo w. If the lea ders co mma nd 
them to g o to wa r they ma y ha v e to do so . 
But pro ba bly mo st o f them wa nt pea ce. 
In the nex t few’ y ea rs it ma y be impo rta nt 
fo r us to remember tha t o ur enemy is a n 
ideo lo g y , no t a peo ple; tha t we a re o ppo sed 
to ty ra nts, but ha v e o nly sy mpa thy fo r the 
unfo rtuna te v ictims o f ty ra nts. No o ne ha s 
suffered mo re a t the ha nds o f the Co mmu­ 
nists tha n the peo ple o f Russia who were 
the first to feel its stra ng leho ld. 


THE BATTLE OF THE PENTAGON 
The various hearings on military affairs baffle 
the lay man, because he inevitably assumes that the 
military man, being an ex pert in his field, would 
k now ex actly what he is doing. 
Heibert Hoover lik es to tell the story that when 
he was President, he decided to mechanize the 
cavalry and appointed General Douglas MacArthur, 
Chief of Staff, to do it. Along came distinguished 
cavalry generals and swept in their mustaches over 
the rejection of the horse. No internal combustion 
engine could ever, they said, be a substitute tor a 
horse. 
Since then the tank , the airplane, etc., have 
replaced the horse and sword, just as the bow and 
arrow have disappeared ex cept as a spoit tor love­ 
ly y oung ladies. 
* 
The problem that tae<'s our country and the 
NATO nations is ihat it emphasis is to be placed 
on foot soldiers, they arc numerically no match 
for the Russians. Present NATO plans call for 97 
divisions of toot soldiers to be available immediate­ 
ly alter the Russian attack , supported by other 
ground divisions in reserve. 
The British have apparently discarded this con­ 
cept as politically , economically and logisticaily 
impossible, which is confirmed b\ such an ex pert 
as General Bonner Fellers, in his book , “Wings tor 
Peace.” The British feel that no ground troops can 
be successful unless the air-atomic attack has been 
decisive. If the British view is correct, then our 
preparations must be centered on an air-atomic 
strategy . 
The difference in view between air and infan­ 
try reaches the surtaee now because decisions have 
to be made as to costs of operations. The British 
and the other NATO countries cannot bear the 
continuing costs and have been forced to depend 
upon American aid—a method of financing to which 
there is a rising tide of opposition: in America, 
because tax es are too high; in Europe, because 
dependence is unpalatable. 
A military friend of mine suggests that a $30,- 
000,000,000 appropriation should be brok en down 
into this ratio; $20,000,000,000 for Air, $10,000,- 
000,000 
for 
Navy 
$10,000,000,000 
for 
Ground 
Troops, and $10,000,000,000 for Research and De­ 
velopment. This ratio does not 
include aid to 
European countries, which may run to between 
$6,000,000,000 and $10,000,000,000, depending upon 
how much preparation is needed. And these figures 
do not include all the costs of the Korean War, 
which in their totality cannot even be estimated. 
The point has been made by British military 
men that ground forces cannot be spread out 
around Russia and China to contain these coun­ 
tries. This, of course, ought to be obvious to any ­ 
one who look s at a map. To damage these enor­ 
mous land masses, the United States and NATO 
must possess limitless quantities of weapons of 
mass destruction. Only when the enemy is sure of 
that fact will he be deterred from attack ing us. 
as Winston Churchill has so often said. If equal 
manpower is unavailable, then science must mak e 
up the difference. 
The lesson of the Korean War is that such sol­ 
diers as the Chinese and Koreans, who had. for so 
many y ears, been regarded as inferior, can do some 
very modern fighting if adequately armed and 
trained. Therefore, it is not realistic to speak of 
superiority unless the superiority is in weapons. 
Again, the question of priority ’ arises. If the 
Russians ever gain air-atomic superiority , they ’ 
can k nock out Great Britain anti attack the Unit­ 
ed States. General Bonner Fellers say s: 
. Were the jet engines in a modern bomber 
to run continuously for eight hours, they could 
: propel it from the walls of the Kremlin to the steel 
I mills near Chicago. It is that simple. If war comes, 
air attack s against America from Russia would be 
! just as feasible as were our own attack s against 
Japan from Guam and Saipan in World W ar II.” 
The British tak e this view very seriously be­ 
cause, if the Russians gain priority ’, the British 
k now* of no effective defense against atomic a t­ 
tack at this time. They qould be paraly zed, if not 
destroy ed, in a few hours after war started. Then - 
fore, so far as I can learn, they want us to hold 
air-atomic superiority to negate any Russian con­ 
cept of priority . 
This is a difficult article for a lay man to write 
because in translating a vast quantity of material 
into a short column, he undoubtedly oversimplifies. 
; Yet. it seems clear to mo that air-atomie superior- 
, ity rather than a sentimentality ’ about ground 
i troops should bo our budgetary ’ target 
i (Copy right, 1953, King Features Sy ndicate.

THE TONSIL PROBLEM 
It must be admitted that for a number of y ears 
there were operations for removal of tonsils in 
w’hich the only condition found was enlargement. 
Tonsils can be enlarged and cause no infection else­ 
where but may be removed because they interfere 
with breathing, or with hearing by partly closing 
the opening ol the eustachian tube at the back of 
the throat. 
Because so many children and adults still had 
frequent colds after tonsils were removed, and 
others had rheumatism and arthritis, many parents 
have suggested that nature put the tonsils there 
for a purpose—filter poisons and harmful organisms 
from the blood—and therefore should not be re­ 
moved until puberty , at which time most infective 
children’s diseases are past. 
However, nature put an appendix in us and ap­ 
parently it has no use at this period of our civiliza­ 
tion. but it can become infected and if not removed 
wdthin the first day or two may cause death from 
peritonitis. 
However, the difficulty with tonsils is deciding 
whether they are infected, as harmful organisms 
arc sometimes found in healthy tonsils also. 
In the Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. G. Edward Tremble, the notrd Montreal throat 
specialist, states “Lary ngologists are called upon 
from time to time to ex press an opinion as to 
whether the tonsils are responsible in cases of acute 
rheumatic fever or other forms of rheumatism. 
When a history of repeated throat infections is 
present, especially just previous to joint pains, a 
good result can be ex pected by removal of tonsils. 
The same may be said of endocarditis (inflam­ 
mation of lining of the heart) so often associated 
with rheumatism, particularly in children. Although 
there is no assurance that subsequent attack s of 
rheumatism and endocarditis will be prevented, per­ 
manent damage to the heart muscles or valves is 
lessened.” Cheesy plugs arc not considered harmful, 
but when thick creamy pus can be pushed out re­ 
peatedly , there is more lik elihood of absorption 
into the blood. 
Some y ears ago I quoted Dr. A. D. Kaiser in his 
book “Tonsils. In or O ut” who compared the health 
of 5.000 children over a ten-y ear period, half of 
whom had their tonsils removed and half had not. 
In children with rheumatic tendencies there were 
30 per cent less cases of rheumatism in those who 
had their tonsils removed than in those who still 
had them. 
Dr. T re m b le quotes Drs. F. L. Lederer and A. A. 
Grossman in Ey e, Ear, Nose and Throat Monthly , 
“In the past, removal of the tonsils has been widely 
accepted in removing and preventing disease (rheu­ 
matism and heart disease). The beneficial results 
from tonsillectomy can never he .disputed. On the 
other hand, tonsils should not be removed to pre­ 
vent disease developing, when they are merely en­ 
larged. 
“Tonsils should be removed when infected if 
they are producing local discomfort, general dis­ 
ease. or interfering with the person’s develop­ 
ment.”

The great cry of the Truman 
administration was that America 
and her western partners had 
“repelled aggression” 
in Korea, 
but now it turns out that in the 
midst of peace maneuvers, the 
Communists have committed an­ 
other grave act of aggression by 
invading the k ingdom of Laos—a 
move which threatens Indo-China 
and southeast Asia. All the effort 
made in Korea has been nullified 
by a willingness cn the part of the , 
U.N. countries to accept a stale­ 
mate just above the 38th Parallel. 
When the aggression occurred 
in Laos, the United States and the) 
western 
allies 
were 
strangely i 
silent. The London point of view 
w*as so pacifistiC that it was urged 
that nothing be said “to rock the 
boat.” British reluctance to allow 
the United States to use max imum 
force against the Reds in the Farj 
East has turned into a mood of 
impatience lest the United States 
say any thing to give the slightest 
offense to the Communist regimes 
in Moscow and Peiping. 
So it was not until after a week 
had passed that the United States 
ventured to ex press publicly a do-: American 
nunciation of the aggression in 
Laos. 
Prime Minister Churchill 
finally told the House of Commons 
that 
Britain was watching the 
Red invasion of Laos with anx iety . 
Only a few’ day s ago Mr. Churchill 
was talk ing about fly ing to Mos­ 
cow’ to talk peace with Malenk ov. 
May be he is not so eager now. 
Even the Panmunjom negotia­ 
tions seem to have developed into 
a protracted talk athon that dis­ 
pels any hope of a change in Com­ 
munist 
police. 
Lieut.

William K. Harrison, the chief 
American negotiator, is quoted as 
having said in the last 24 hours.

“After 
participating 
in

negotiations for eight months with 
these people in which even’ day . 
it w*as a continued harangue—aj

reach some reasonable agreement,

but using negotiations merely as a 
means for obtaining their own ob­ 
jectives. We are really try ing to 
get an armistice but unless I am

negotiations are no different from 1 
last summer.” 
It will be recalled that the UN j 
commander brok e off negotiations 
at_Panmuniom in the autumn of 
1932. The Communists had to re­ 
vive their peace propaganda and so 
a month ago thev offered 
a few 
crumbs to the allies in the form 
of a plan to ex change sick and 


wounded prisoners. Fewer than 
150 Americans will have been re­ 
turned under the proposal. One 
would think from reading some 
comments 
abroad 
and 
in 
this 
counfry that the Communists have 
made a great concession. 
Now tho Communists are play ­ 
ing the same k ind of game by 
holding out as bait the prospect 
of sending back about 3,000 Ameri­ 
can prisoners if there’s a “cease 
fire.” This is a small proportion 
of 
the total 
who were 
tak en 
prisoner and are now missing. It 
is believed that about 6,000 were 
either k illed, or starved or tortured 
to death. There has been a ten­ 
dency to suppress the truth about 
the atrocities—again lest it of­ 
fend the sensibilities of the Com­ 
munists and cause them to turn 
aw’ay from their alleged objective 
of peacemak ing. 
But dispassionate appraisal of 
the situation leads to the conclu­ 
sion that the Communists w’ant a 
truce in Korea only that they may 
rearm and .send troops into south­ 
east Asia for further military op­ 
erations. 
The tragedy of it all is that it 
isn’t necessary to fight a third 
\Vorld War in order to bring the 
Korean war 
to 
an 
end. 
Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee last y ear, w’ho has 
been touring Korea is quoted in 
“Look ” magazine as say ing that 
our fliers ought at least to be able 
to hit back at those vvho fire at 
them. He was referring to anti­ 
aircraft fire and 
missions from 
bases in Manchuria. 
The biggest single force that 
can be applied to end the Korean 
war is economic. Senator Mc­ 
Carthy ’s Committee on Govern­ 
ment Operations has just given 
testimony which indicates that the 
Government -under the 
previous 
administration ' and 
to 
some ex tent the present admin­ 
istration has been afraid to offend 
Great Britain by insisting on a 
complete embargo on goods to Red 
China and Soviet Russia. An effec­ 
tive embargo would cause eco­ 
nomic hardship but the United 
States could well afford to com­ 
pensate European producers and 
get for them at an equal price 
somewhere in the free world the 
articles they now* are buy ing from 
Soviet Russia. This would put a 
crimp in the Communist war m a­ 
chine and compel the Soviet to sue 
for peace. 
As long as economic measures 
are not being utilized, it is a trav­ 
esty on the principle of collective 
security to ask American boy s to 
do the bulk of the fighting while 
materialistic interests continue to 
supply goods to enemy countries. 
The other day in the House of 
Commons, the government prom­ 
ised a Labor party interrogator 
that trade with the Communists 
would be 
immediately resumed 
when an armistice is signed. This 
would deprive the allies of all 
their leverage in negotiating a 
settlement of the Korean problem 
once the “cease fire” has been 
achieved by the Soviet Union. It 
is an ex ample of the slipshod pol­ 
icies of the allies versus a crafty 
enemy .

THE TONSIL PROBLEM 
It must be adm itted th at for a number of years 
there were operations for removal OI tonsils in 
which the only condition found was enlargement. 
Tonsils can be enlarged and caus* no infection else­ 
where but may he removed because they interfere 
w ith breathing, or with hearing by partly closing 
the opening ol the eustachian tube at the back ol 
the throat. 
Because so many children and adults still had 
frequent colds after tonsils wa re removed, and 
others had rheum atism and arthritis, many parents 
have suggested that nature put the tonsils there 
for a purpose—filter poisons and harmful organisms 
from the blood—and there tore should not he re­ 
moved until puberty, at which time most infective 
children’s discant s are past. 
However, nature put an appendix :n us and ap­ 
parently it has no us* at this period ot our civiliza- \ 
tion, but it can becom* infected and if not removed 
within the first day or two may cause death from I 
peritonitis.
